What’s New at Shanna Schmidt Numismatics Inc. 


Hello everyone! I hope you all had a nice week. It was pretty quiet around here so I was 
able to catch up a bit on my own coin inventory and library. Speaking of books, most of 
you are aware that I am on the quest to achieve a top notch numismatic working library. 
Unfortunately for my family the books are starting to spill into nearly every room in our 
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small house. Aside from being able to peruse old auction catalogs in searching for 
pedigrees or research new inventory or possible customer purchases in auctions, the 
books also provide me an interesting window into the past. Today I was putting my 
catalogs in better order making labels of different auction houses. I keep some of the 
older ones right next to my desk but others just don’t fit so they go downstairs on 
shelves. I was returning a Spink catalog to the shelf when I decided to pull out the Spink 
Numismatic Circular from 1936/7 to which I have hard bound books. Just from paging 
through it I was able to see that some great numismatists had passed away in that year 
(Albert Henry Baldwin, Max von Bahrfeldt, Michael Vlasto and Percy Webb to name just 
a few). I also noticed some interesting books that were just published in 1936. One was 
Les Poulains de Corinthe” by Oscar E. Ravel which I use in my own library. Another was 
Treasure Trove in Law and Practice: From the Earliest Time to the Present Day by Sir 
George Hill who was the outgoing director of the British Museum. In that same year Mr. 
Hill left the British Museum after 41 years of service. Some of his accomplishments (in 
his words): “allowing people to smoke in the quadrangle and planting almond trees on 
the grass lawns in front of the museum”. There was also a string of articles composing a 
work on the Portrait of Royal Ladies on Greek Coins. I suppose my favorite discovery 
was an advertisement for the Coronation medal from May 1937 of H.M. King George VI 
and his wife Queen Elizabeth (for those not familiar with the Royals, the parents of the 
current monarch). All this information in one book and the crazy thing is that most of 
the academics and their works are still very relevant today. 


Reminder of the National Money Show in Atlanta, GA (Feb 27-29) 

As a governor of the ANA I am proudly attending the National Money Show in Atlanta, 
GA on February 27-29 .1 won’t be exhibiting at the show but I will be running around on 
the floor. Kagin’s, the official auctioneer of the show, will have their auctions during the 
event. Along with the coin show and auction, there are several presentations or “money 
talks” on various subjects covering U.S., world and ancient coins. A schedule of events 
for the weekend is listed below for those interested.

Here is what is happening in the world of auctions: 


CNG E-Sale 462 (closes Feb 26) 

There are 785 lots in this upcoming sale. There is a good mixture of Greek and Roman 
coins in this sale. This auction also has over 100 large lots at the end of the sale. For 
those looking for an inexpensive Tiberius “tribute penny”, this is the auction for you! 
There are over 10 in this sale. Lot 502 is a great coin for a beginning collector with a 
beautiful mythical Hippocamp on the reverse. There is a small group of Axumite coins. 
These North African coins are scarce and difficult to find. Lot 666 is a French medal 
from 1959 which copies the ever beautiful coinage of Sicily with a head of Arethusa and 
with dolphins swimming around. This sale definitely has a few interesting pieces of 
note so check it out and do let me know if you need my help. 


Roma E-Sale 68 (closes Feb 27) 
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This e-sale reintroduces more of the William Stancomb collection (the first 184 lots). 
The Stancomb collection are all coins from the area around the Black Sea. Many lots are 
also plate coins in the SNG Stancomb volume. There are some very large groups of 
Athenian tetradrachms and Alexander the Great coinage. Also included are some 
interesting Lycian and Cappadocian drachms. This is a rather large auction of 1,557 
pieces so there is a plethora of material to choose from. 


Chris Rudd - The John Follows Collection (Three part sale with the first part closing 
March 15) 

Chris Rudd will be selling a spectacular collection of British Celtic pieces over three 
auctions starting in March. The first part of the auction is up and I will paste a link to 
the catalog here:

Many of the coins were found by metal detectorists in Britain and are published in 
reference books. The auctions are not very big. The first catalog has 53 lots but they are 
all interesting especially if you collect Celtic. I plan to take part in this sale and will 
phone bid from Europe as I will still be overseas until March 20. Please do get in touch if 
you need my help. 


Europe Trip (March 5-20, 2020) 

I will be heading over to the other side of the Atlantic to attend Numismata in Munich, 
the Gorny & Mosch auction and finally up to Kiinker Osnabriick for the highly 
anticipated Samel Collection of Jewish Coins and Medals. In the next newsletter I’ll start 
to describe some of these upcoming sales but please remember that Kiinker does not 
offer online bidding for their in house auctions so if you want to participate get in 
touch. 


Gorny & Mosch Auction 269 (March 9) 

I will be viewing and attending the G&M auction on March 9 for all those interested. I 
haven’t received paper catalogs yet but you can view the sale online at their site:

They have the collection of “Dr. G.W.” with a nice group of Greek coins, many 
pedigreed. I could imagine that Dr. G.W. was Swiss since many coins were purchased 
from Swiss auctions. Lot 82 is a good example. The surfaces are a bit rough but the 
strike is good. It is a Fischer Bossert plate coin and comes from Auktion Basel in 1992. 
Another collector “R.P.” has coins within the Greek section that have pedigrees as well. 
Lot 107 has a Leu pedigree to 1991 and is a beautiful type with iridescent toning. Lot 110 
has no pedigree but is an SNG Lockett plate coin (so finding the pedigree probably 
wouldn’t be too difficult). Check out lot 175 with the beautifully expressive face of Pan. 
It also has a pedigree to 2004 which doesn’t hurt. One overall observation from the G.W. 
collection is that the collector had good taste in coins but might not always have been 
able to afford the highest of quality. There are several beautiful types with some issues 
which bring down the prices quite a bit. For the collector that loves these often 
unattainable pieces, this might be the auction for you! 
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I ’ll be covering more of this auction in the next few weeks. Please get in touch if you 
need representation. 


Kiinker 333-336 (March 16-20) 

I will be attending the Kiinker auctions live in Osnabriick, Germany. Auction 333 are all 
ancient coins starting with the fourth part of the Dr. W.R. Greek, Asia Minor, Cypriot 
collection. Following this there are coins from the three other unnamed collectors. 

There are many interesting pieces, several with old pedigrees. Check out lot 1573, a very 
rare and beautiful solidus of the emperor Procopius that was previously in the Jameson 
Collection. 

Auction 334 is likely going to draw a lot of interest from collectors. It is the Samel 
Collection of Jewish Coins and Medals. Kiinker made a point to bring the collection to 
the NY International to entice collectors and dealers to travel to Osnabriick for this 
important sale. Many of the coins are untouched and beautiful in terms of ancient 
Judaean coinage (which I wouldn’t define normally as beautiful). Lot 2070 is a 
remarkable prutah from Jerusalem with a menorah and show-bread table. The catalog 
is nice in that it has historical writeups and maps to accompany the coins. Please reach 
out if you want a hard copy catalog for your library. I have several. 

Auction 335 is a splendid catalog of breateates, German talers and other medals. The 
catalog is immense with over 2500 coins. Auction 336 is composed of gold German coins 
from 1871 forward. 

The week at Kiinker will be exciting and tiring as well I’m sure. Please get in touch if you 
need representation as there is no online bidding for this auction.

behind, apex; before, CAESAR upwards; behind PARENS PATRIAE upwards / 
C.COSSVTIVS and MARIDIANVS arranged in form of cross; in angles, A A A FF 

Pedigree: Ex Briider Egger 43,1913, lot 14 (recently discovered) 

References: Crawford 480/19• BMC 4.187. B. Julia 43. Cossutia 2 

Grade: Softly struck but complete. A small cut behind head. Very pleasant in hand and pretty 
toning.

C. Cossutius Maridianus was a republican moneyer under Julius Caesar, and one of four 
moneyers minting in Rome during 44 BC. He was also possibly a relative of the L. 
Cossetius Sabula (q.v.) who issued coins in 74 BC in Rome. This coin shows Caesar 
wearing a veil which suggests that this coin was certainly issued after his death.
